Several students here have been making 
..a quiet investigation for several weeks 
and they are said to be in possession of 
ample proof that some of the Chicago 
players have no right to be in the game. 


It is certain that some action of this 


kind is conteoiplated and it may prove 
more important than the protest of a 
few men. What the charges are against 
Allen and Cassels cannot be learned. 
Rogers will be objected to on the ground 
that he played for years on the Beloit 
•college team and is disqualified under 
the four-year rule. Rogers was grad- 
uated from Beloit. it is said, in 1897. 
His defense is that he did not play in 
1894, but the Badger football author- 
ities are reported to have the statement 
by Prof. Harding, of Minnesota, the 
former member of the Minnesota team, 
that he pla^d against Kogers in the 
Minnesota-Beloit game of that year. 
Kogers is a son of Alexander Rogers, of 
Wauwatosa and is a divinity student at 
Chicago.

It was drawn 
on the Wisconsin National bank of Mil- 
waukee and was signed by C. E. Bur- 
dett and made payable to'his order. On 
the back it was endorsed by "C. E. Bur- 
dett.°' and "James Shearer^" the latter 
ot this city. 
So clever was the forgery 


that the money was ijanded out without 
a question, and he le'ft the city. 


Mayer since his arrest has told some 


conflicting stories, and denies he has 
been connected with the forgeries. He 
says he met Gentry at the Palmer House 
when he came west, and as he had 
known him in the east, the two became 
associates. 


The mode of proceedure of the two 


men was first to write a letter to a di- 
rector of a bank, signing the name of a 
business man and requiring an answer. 
Checks or drafts against the bank were 
then forged and endorsed 'with the di- 
rector's signature.

have the unpleasant task of enforcing 
its demands. 
Spain has nothing to 


lose by putting America in this posi- 
tion.- Europe would protest against 
any interference with the integrity oT 
the peninsula, and Spain has little else 
to lose. 
. The fact remains, and it is useless to 
deny it, that the only means by which 
it is possible for the^ United States to 
secure the Philippines through a treaty 
of peace signed by the present Spanish 
government is by agreeing to pay spam 
a large sum above the amount of the 
Philippine debt.
